WASHINGTON (UPI) —A Secret Service agent 
said today that a crucial Watergate tape covering 
the period of President Nixon’s talk with his 
former counsel, John W. Dean III, was taken from 
a safe on July ll on orders of senior White House 
officials.

President Selects Saxbe 


WASHINGTON (UPL -Sen . 
William B. Saxbe. R-Ohio, who 
suggested last December that 
President Nixon had “ taken 
leave of his senses” for order­ 
ing the bombing (rf Hanoi, was 
chosen by the President today 
to be his new attorney general. 
Saxbe, a 57-year-old first 
term senator who announced 
recently he would not run for 
reelection next year, was the 
nominee to succeed Elliot L. 
Richardson, who resigned Oct. 
20 after refusing an order by 
Nixon to fire Archibald Cox as 
special Watergate prosecutor. 
Saxbe is a lawyer and a 
former state attorney general 
of Ohio, where he had intended 
to return to his cattle farm 
after his current term expires. 
Nixon went to the White 
House press center to personal 
ly announce the nomination, 
while Saxbe stood by his side 
smiling. 
Nixon said Saxbe "is an indi­ 
vidual who wants to take this 
position to do everyhing he 
possibly can to serve the nation 
as the first lawyer of the na­ 
tion. " 
Saxbe has been a frequent 
Nixon critic on some issues, 
including Watergate, and was 
quoted as saying the President 
” must have taken leave of his 
senses'* when he ordered the 
bombing of Hanoi at Christmas­ 
time last year. 


While bluntly opposing some 
Nixon actions—on Watergate ho 
once said the President “is like 
the man who plays piano in a 
house of ill repute and says he 
doesn't know what's going on 
upstairs" —Saxbe has support­ 
ed the administration strongly 
on other issues. 
He defended Nixon’s unsuc­ 
cessful efforts to name G. Har­ 
rold Carswell to the Supreme 
Govt in 1970 
Ohio’s governor. Democrat 
John J. Giiligan, who lost in the 
1968 senatorial election to 


Saxbe. would name a Democrat 
to serve out the remainder of 
Saxbe’s term. 
Speculation has centered on 
Cleveland millionaire Howard 
E. Metzenbaum, who lost to 
Sen. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio. in 
the 1970 senatorial election. 
After meeting with Nixon yes­ 
terday to discuss the possibility 
of his appointment, Saxbe said 
he had offered himself for the 
job “warts and all." 
“I have been around here five 
years, bitching about what I 
would do if I had the opportuni­ 


ty All at once, they give me the 
ball. Should I throw it away? 
Its not something you just walk 
away from." 
<*rfy last Sunday Saxbe was 
quoted as saying "Nixon is 
through, finished in terms of his 
effectiveness over the next few 
years.” But today, following his 
appointment, he saki “I cer­ 
tainly don't feel inhibited in 
talking about the job," adding 
that he was anxious to help 
solve the problems (rf the coun­ 
try and to get the nation "back

A fringe of cluster develop- 
final proposal for the 700-acre 
meats totaling about 800 units 
and circling a mountaintop of 
open space is proposed by a 
citizens' planning group as the 
future master plan for Ring 
Mountain, the long ridge which 
divides the Tiburon Peninsula 
from the rest of Maim County 
The Ring Mountain Advisory 
Group plans to present its pro­ 
posal to the Corte Madera City 
Council and the Strawberry 
Area Community Council Mon 
day and to the Tiburon City 
Council Nov. 12 to get those 
agencies views, 
The group then aoli prepare a

Although asking that the 
plan's housing element be 
adopted in its present form, the 
group recommended a commit­ 
tee to keep the element under 
continuous review and propose 
amendments to fit circum­ 
stances as they change. 
The housing element subcom 
mittee said it had not been 
representative of the entire 
community and had not re­ 
ceived enough professional 
guidance in making recommen­ 
dations on the element 
The committee said a housing 
priority list, now in the plan, 
should be omitted. Such a list 
would tend to raise property 
values and substitute guidelines 
for town planning commission 
judgment in determining which 
housing projects will be built 
Tax relief for elderly rest 
dents and permitting them to 
build second dwellings on exist­ 
ing property for rental income 
were suggested as changes in 
the element that would assure 
that elderly residents “ may 
stay in their homes.” 
The committee recommends 
that specific average growth 


limits be instituted through the 
general plan but gave no details 
of achieving such limits. 
Commercial zoning changes 
were proposed so that all devel­ 
opments would be subject to 
use permit procedures in the 
area east of Highway 101, south 
(rf the lagoon area, west of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
right-of-way and north of San 
Gemente Drive. 
Presently, according to Wil­ 
liam McBride, town zoning ad­ 
ministrator, any use which 
meets existing zoning require-

Zumwalt conceded that his 
original raw notes do not indi­ 
cate that the critical April tape 
was ever returned although a 
transcription of those notes 
made July 18 showed it was 
Haldeman, who quit as White 
House Chief of Staff, April 30 in 
a major post-Watergate shake­ 
up, testified before the Senate 
Watergate committee last sum­ 
mer that he had taken several 
of the tapes home to review in 
mid-July. But he said that he 
listened to only one, dated Sept 
15, 1972. 
Zumwalt said he was not told 
for whom the tapes were des­ 
tined when he released them 
from a locked safe July ll

tape recording of a conversa­ 
tion between the President of 
the United States and John W. 
Dean on April 15, 1973, was 
given to Mr Haldeman in July

Earlier, the White House of­ 
fered to let a federal judge 
listen to a tape of the period 
during which the President 
talked with Dean to hear for 


himself that a crucial part of 
the conversation never was 
recorded. 
The White House also recom­ 
mended that electronics experts 
be called in to certify that 
Nixon’s remaining secret tapes 
“are complete and have not 
been tampered with" in any 
way. 
White House lawyer J. Fred 
Buzhardt made the offers at a 
hearing before Chief U. S. Dis­ 
trict Judge John J. Sirica about 
stunning disclsoure that two of 
the nine tape recordings Nixon 
has promised to produce under 
court order apparently never 
existed 
The schedule posted outside 


Sirica’s courtroom said th' 
hearing, recessed from yester 
day, was "to ascertain the rea 
sons, if any, relative to the 
nonexistence" of the critical 
tapes. 
The two conversations that 
the White House now says do 
not exist involved a telephone 
call from Nixon to John N 
Mitchell on June 20, 1972, three 
days after the Watergate bug 
ging arrests; and an hour-long 
meeting between Nixon and 
Dean on April 15. shortly before 
Dean was fired as White House 
counsel. 
Buzhardt said the Nixon-Dean 
meeting was not recorded be­

Rebozo Denies Wrongdoing 
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Berlin Warning 


BERLIN (UPI) - Erich Ho- 
necker, first secretary of the 
East German Communist par­ 
ty, warned today that smug­ 
gling refugees through the Ber­ 
lin Wall could damage East- 
West relations 
Honecker, in an interview 
with the Communist party 
newspaper Neues Deutschland, 
accused West Germany of en­ 
couraging the abuse of routes 
running through East Germany 
to West Berlin. 
The interview appeared as an 
East Berlin court tried three 
West Germans charged with 
smuggling refugees to the West 
over the transit routes in viola­ 
tion of the Big Four Agreement 
on access to Berlin. 


Vesco Indicted 


NEW YORK (UPP - A feder­ 
al grand jury yesterday indict­ 
ed fugitive financier Robert I 
Vesco for the third time in the 
continuing effort to have him 
extradited to the United States 
from his Caribbean hideaway. 
The sealed indictment, which 
was filed last July 20. charged 
that Vesco defrauded the Inter­ 
national Controls Corp. of Fair­ 
field. N J., a firm he once 
controlled, of $50,000 
The previous indictments. 
which alleged attempted fraud. 
were ruled by a Costa Rican 
court to deal with non-extradit­ 
able offenses. Bahama's courts 
never acted on them 


Shipper Woes 


CHICAGO (CPD - Helen De­ 
licti Bentley, chairman of the 
Federal Maritime Commission, 
yesterday said U.S. shipping 
companies would be out of busi­ 
ness by the year 2000 unless big 
changes are made. 
Speaking at the National 
Safety Council convention. Mrs. 
Bentley made several optimis­ 
tic forecasts, but she warned 
that “more imaginative and in­ 
novative management leader­ 
ship” was needed if the ship­ 
pers are to survive 
“Unless there are some ma­ 
jor changes in the American 
liner business, in my opinion 
there won’t be any U S. ship­ 
ping companies left by the end 
of the current century,” she 
said 


Troop Reductions 


VIENNA (UPI) - The United 
States plans to push for quick 
reductions in American and So­ 
viet troop levels in Europe dur­ 
ing East West talks on military 
cuts in the region. U.S. officials 
said today. 
Delegates from the Warsaw 
Pact and North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization nations opened the 
negotiations two days ago and 
agreed to begin detailed talks 
on force reductions next Tues­ 
day. 
The U.S. officials said the 
first phase of the talks will 
concentrate on force cuts by the 
superpowers in Central Europe 
followed by negotiations on 
troop reductions by East and 
West European nations in the 
region

BELFAST (UPP - Members

Rebels Kill Six 


PHNOM 
PENH (UPI) - 
Rebels firing rockets and toss­ 
ing grenades killed six persons 
and wounded 13 others early 
today in an attack against a 
suburban Phnom Penh hamlet 
housing disabled war veterans. 
Residents said the Commu­ 
nist led Khmer Rouge guerril­ 
las attacked the hamlet of 
Kambaul, nine miles southwest 
of Phnom Penh, shortly after 
midnight, opening fire on sleep­ 
ing veterans and their families. 


Peace Congress 


MOSCOW (UPP - The Mos­ 
cow-sponsored World Congress 
of Peace Forces ended last 
night by calling for a peace 
program that ignored the issue 
of dissent in the Soviet Union 
and other Communist countries 
Although a few delegates had 
accused the Soviet Union and 
Czechoslovakia of persecuting 
dissidents and had appealed for 
amnesty for political prisoners, 
there was no hint of this in the 
final communique (rf the con­ 
gress. 
While the communique sug­ 
gested there had been differ­ 
ences of opinion in the 14 work­ 
ing commissions by saying that 
more than 3.000 delegates had 
reached “ large consensus” 
rather than unanimity on the 
subjects under discussion, it did 
not detail the differences 


MIAMI (UPP -C harles G. 
(Bebe) Rebozo took $100,000 in 
cash from Howard Hughes' in­ 
termediary and put it in his 
safety depost box with written 
instructions that it be turned 
over to President Nixon’s 1972 
campaign officials ‘‘if some­ 
thing should happen to me,” he 
said in an interview published 
in today’s Miami Herald. 
In a candid, but sometimes 
complex account, Rebozo broke 
his usual silence on political 
matters to deny any wrongdo­ 
ing and to proclaim that 12 
weeks of intensive Internal 
Revenue Service scrutiny had 
cleared him of any impropriety 
in the contribution controversy 
The Herald, in its copyright 
story, said its five reporters 
and editors met with Rebozo 
yesterday morning at the Mi­ 
ami office of William Frates — 
Rebozo's friend and lawyer Re­ 
bozo initiated the meeting, the 
paper said, and the President’s 
closest friend said it was in 
part the urging of the Presi­ 
dent’s daughter, Julie, which 
made him decide to publicly 
denounce the reports of recent 
weeks. 
He said he did not check with 
Nixon in advance of the meet­ 
ing yesterday specifically, but, 
“ I told him that I had finally 
come to the conclusion that I 
was going to talk to the press 
and that I thought it would 
probably be the Miami Her­ 
ald " 
The interview evoked repeat­ 
ed denials of news reports that 
Rebozo had used influence to 
keep competition away from his

The only other person he told 
of the Hughes contribution was 
Rose Mary Woods. Nixon’s per­ 
sonal secretry, but his attorney 
had access to the safety depost 
box where he deposited the 
money. 


. I wrote on the outside of 
the envelope that if something 
should happen to me to give it 
to the campaign director or 
finance chairman of the ’72 
campaign. The lawyer didn’t 
know what was in it ..." 
He returned the money after 
the IRS investigation began and 
a careful IRS audit of the mon­ 
ey turned up an extra $100 bill, 
showing the Hughes contribu­ 
tion was in fact for $100,100.

Goes To A Vote Tuesday

be put to its first ballot test in 
Sonoma County Tuesday when 
county and Rohnert Park resi­ 
dents go to the polls. 
Sonoma County voters will 
decide on a special tax, not to 
exceed a rate of IO cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, to fi­ 
nance the acquisition of open 
space Passage requires a sim­ 
ple majority. 


Medical Price 
Controls To Ease 


, 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPD - 
John D. Twiname, executive 
director of the Cost of Living 
Council for the health field, 
-yesterday said price controls 
will be eased for doctors and 
hospitals. 
Twiname told an annual 
meeting of the California Hospi­ 
tal 
Association that the 
changes, which will go into 
effect Jan. I, would permit 
doctors and hospitals to pass 
their cost increases on to pa- 
- tients. 
Hospitals, he said, would be 
able to boost prices up to 7 per 
cent or 7 H per cent when they 
pay more for such items as 
fuel, utilities, food and wages. 
Doctors will be able to increase 
their incomes at an annual rate 
of 5H per cent although they 
won t be permitted to raise fees 
for any particular service by a 
total of more than IO per cent. 
he said 


Rohnert Park residents will 
vote on $1 million in bonds to 
byy open land around the peri­ 
meter of the city. Passage re­ 
quires a two-thirds majority. 
The special tax may vary up 
to a maximum of IO cents, as 
set annually by the Sonoma 
County Board of Supervisors, 
and will be in addition to the 
general county tax rate. 


The countywide measure 
would raise approximately 
$600,000 per year in new taxes if 
the full 10-cent rate is applied. 
Funds would be used to buy 
development right to land so it 
can remain in permanent open 
space. 


The Sonoma County Board of 
Supervisors bas said a special 
citizens committee would be 
appointed to recommend a 
priority list of what properties 
should be acquired. 
Supervisors have said the 
money could be used to acquire 
scenic easements along with 
coastline or land along High­ 
way 101 to assure wide corri­ 
dors of greenery as buffers 
between the freeway and resi­ 
dential areas. 
Rather than buying land out­ 
right. property could remain in 
agricultural use and would re­ 
main on the tax rolls. 
The 10-cent tax rate has been 
estimated to cost the owner of a 
home with a market value of 
$30,000 an additional $7.56 per 
year in taxes. 
The measure has been op­ 


posed by the Sonoma County 
Taxpayers’ Association as an 
unfair method of assuring open 
space. Association President 
James H. Groom has urged 
funds be received from other 
sources, such as cigarette or 
sales tax rather than through 
additional property taxes. 
The $1 million Rohnert Park 
bonds would be used to pre­ 
serve a greenbelt atmosphere 
around the perimeter of the 
city. 
Funds would be used for the 
outright purchase of land to 
assure permanent open space 
on the periphery of the city. 
The land could be leased to 
farmers with revenues used to 
offset debt service on the 
bonds. 
The Rohnert Park City Coun­ 
cil said the funds would allow 
the city to limit its ultimate size 
and to preserve a rural atmos­ 
phere around the city. 
It has been estimated the 
bonds would cost the owner of a 
home with a market value of 
$30,000 an average of $23 for the 
first year and lesser amounts 
as the bonds approach the 30- 
year retirement date.

500,000 Acres Closed 
To Dune Buggies, Cycles 


LOS ANGELES (UPL - The 
fed eral governm en t today 
closed 500,000 acres of Califor­ 
nia desert land to dune buggy 
drivers, motorcyclists and oth­ 
er recreational vehicle users, 
saving it is “ imperative we 
create controls’’ because of 
ecological damage. 
Re«t net ions were put on most 
of the rest of the desert. 
J R Penny, California direc­ 
tor of the federal Bureau of 
Land Management, announced 
the closures and other sweeping 
changes in activities allowed in 
the desert at a news conference 
yesterday. 
Tile measures went into ef­ 
fect today. 
Sixteen areas will be closed 
to all vehicle use. Penny said, 
making up about 3 per cent of 
all desert land. 
Fourteen areas—six per cent 
of the desert, with 960,000 acres 
— will be open to unlimited 
recreational vehicle use, he 
said. 
In the vast majority of the 
d esert la n d s—7.68 m illion 
acres, more than 90 per cent of 
the total—m otorcycles, dune 
buggies, four wheel drive vehi 
d es and other recreational ve­ 
hicles will be required to stay 
within IOO feet of roads and 
trails. 
Penny said there are now 
more thn 1.2 million motorcy­ 
cles. 500,000 four wheel drive 
vehicles and 5,000 dune buggies 
using the Southern California 
desert as a playground. 
“ Resources are being lost or 
damaged daily because of the 
tremendous unmanaged recrea 


tion use of the desert,” he said. 
“ It is imperative that we initi­ 
ate controls.” 
He also cited the danger to 
the sportsmen, estimating there 


were 140 deaths and 2,000 seri­ 
ous injuries to those enjoying 
themselves in the desert last 
year. 
The rules will be changed as 
the bureau gains experience in 
enforcing them, he said. 
A coalition of sportsm en’s 
groups, representing 70,000 per­ 
sons, oppose the bureau’s regu­ 
lations as uncalled for and re­ 


strictive, and has asked for st 
congressional investigation of 
the use of public lands for 
recreation by the public. 
The BLM plans to employ 50 
rangers to enforce the restric­ 
tions. Although the rangers „ 
have no legal authority to carry 
weapons or make arrests. Pen­ 
ny said, they could be deputized 
to do so bv local authorities

Caution Urged On 
Cancer Drug Report 


The

NEW YORK (UPL - A can­ 
cer research institute urged 
caution yesterday in interpret­ 
ing positive results in treating 
mice with the drug Laetrile. 
The Sloan-Kettering Institute 
for Cancer Research said the 
effects on mice might have no 
bearing on use of Laetrile on 
humans. 
Dr. Kanamatsu Sugiura of 
the institute had made a pre­ 
liminary report based on a 10- 
month series of experiments 
involving a strain of mice that 
develops breast cancer. Al­ 
though he found some positive 
findings that the drug inhibits 
the spread of cancer in mouse 
lungs, Sloan-Kettenng authori­ 
ties told UPI the unpublished 
report is not complete 
Much more experimentation 
is nee* I cd to verify preliminary 
evidence that the drug could 
have some effect in arresting 
the growth of cancer in hu­ 
mans, the authorities said. 
A spokesman for Dr Robert 


Good, president of the institute, 
said Sugiura was only one 
member of a team working 
with Laetrile 
The drug has been the subject 
of controversy for more than 25 
years Its manufacture and use 
is prohibited in the United 
States.

UN To Tackle Troop 
Allotments In Mideast 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Diplomatic sources said the Se­ 
curity Council would attempt to 
hammer out an agreement to­ 
day on the use of African and 
Asian troops in the Middle East 
peace-keeping force. 
The sources said council dele­ 
gates would meet in a closed- 
door session to work out the 
final details for the prospective 
7.000-man UN force to super­ 
vise the nine-day-old truce. 
The General Assembly yes­ 


terday received UN Secretary 
General Hurt Waldheim’s re­ 
quest for $30 million to finance 
the force’s initial six months. It 
referred the request to the 135- 
nation administrative and budg­ 
etary committee. 
Albania joined China yester­ 
day in refusing to pay the 
force's costs. Albanian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Reiz Malile 
said the force had been set up 
on the initiative of the United 
States and the Soviet Union 


without consulting the small 
powers. 
Waldheim proposed the $30 
million be considered part of 
the regular UN budget. China’s 
defaulting would leave a gap of 
$1.65 million. Albania’s as­ 
sessed share would be $60,000. 
Although the Soviet Union 
was adamant in its insistence 
on equitable geographic repre­ 
sentation in the emergency 
force, other members hoped the 
question of including forces 


from the Communist Warsaw 
Pact could be shelved until the 
organization was virtually com­ 
plete.

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Democratic gubernatorial con­ 
tenders expressed reluctance 
yesterday to assess the political 
impact of disclosure that San 
Francisco Mayor Joseph Alioto 
paid no income tax for 1971. 
Alioto, a formally announced 
Democratic candidate for gov­ 
ernor, said $173,000 in legal fees 
he paid in connection with his 
libel case against Look Maga­ 
zine and to defend himself 


against fee-splitting charges in 
Washington state wiped out his 
1971 income of $73,000. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, who 
paid no state income tax for 
1970 because of what he called 
“ business reverses,” was asked 
by newsmen in Los Angeles 
whether the disclosure would 
damage Alioto politically. 
“ I don’t think it should,” Rea­ 
gan replied. “ I have to assume 
if he didn't pay any income tax 


for 1971, he didn't owe any.” 
Democratic contenders for 
governor surveyed by U PI to 
assess the impact of the disclo­ 
sure that Alioto paid no federal 
or state income taxes for 1971 
adopted a “ wait and see” st­ 
ance. 
“ I don’t know," said Assem­ 
bly Speaker Rob Moretti. “The 
governor seems to have recov­ 
ered from the fact that he 
didn’t pay any (state income) 


taxes. I don't think anybody 
likes to hear that somebody 
who has got a lot of money 
doesn’t pay any taxes.” 
Sen. George Moscone of San 
Francisco likewise demurred 
but said the situation “ points up 
all the more for all public 
officials to lay across the table 
for public view all of their 
income on a continuing basis so 
that people will know what 
their financial status is.” 


Secretary of State 'Edmund 
G. Brown Jr., declined com­ 
ment. 
State Democratic Chairmwn 
John Burton, a San Francisco 
assemblyman who must play a 
neutral role in the party pri­ 
mary, also took a wait and JWN? 
posture on “ what political ef­ 
fect it will have, if any.” 
Alioto sued the now-defunct 
Look Magazine because of an 
article which hinted be was 
linked with the Mafia. Two 
trials resulted in hung juries 
but the second jury found the 
article libelous. However, it 
said there was no malice on the 
part of Look and did not render 


a money award- 
In Washington, Alioto was 
charged with illegally kicking 
back $812,814 of a $2.3 million 
fee to the state attorney general 
after ginning a $16.2 million 
antitrust settlement for utility 
districts. Criminal and civil 
trials ended in his exoneration.

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Open Space Bond Issues 
Face Service Area Votes 


Residents of Santa Margari­ 
ta Las Gallinas County Service 
Area No. 18 and County Service 
Area No. 17, made up of por­ 
tions of Larkspur, Greenbrae 
and Kentfield, w ill vote Tues­ 
day on bond issues to finance 
the purchase of open space. 
Facing voters of the newly 
formed Santa Margarita-Las 
Gallinas County Service Area 


will be a $500,000 bond issue. 
The issue, listed as Measure 
C on the ballot, requires a two- 
thirds favorable vote and would 
finance acquisition of some 450 
acres on San Pedro Ridge over­ 
looking Santa Venetia. 
Tuesday’s bond measure was 
first proposed in January by 
Supervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere and a group of Santa 


Venetia residents opposed to 
plans for a massive townhouse 
project on the 250-acre Fierman 
property. 
The townhouse project, re­ 
duced in size from 1,100 units to 
450, has been placed on ice 
pending the outcome of the 
election. 
Supporters of the bond say it 
would mean an average tax 


rate of 22 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation over the next 
20 years. Broken down, thai 
means about 83 cents per 
month for the owner of a $25,000 
home and $1.52 per month for a 
$40,000 home. 
Besides the Fierman proper­ 
ty, located behind the Rafael 
Convalescent Hospital on North 
San Pedro Road, area residents 
have proposed buying an addi­ 
tional 250 acres on the forested 
ridge. 
There is no organized opposi­ 
tion to the bond measure. 
The area has 2,813 registered 
voters, according to the county 
elections office. 


In County Service Area 17, 
made up of part of Larkspur, 
Greenbrae and Kentfield, 7,272 
registered voters are asked to 
approve an $850,000 bond issue 
for purchase of park land. 
Approval of Measure B would 
authorize the purchase (rf a 27.5 
acre site between Marin Catho­ 
lic High School and Corte Ma­ 
dera Creek, across from Marin 
General Hospital. A two-third 
vote is needed for approval. 
Argument for the bond, sub­ 
mitted by Committee for a 
Creekside Park, Neil M. Park, 
chairman, claims that by pay­ 
ing about $8.76 per year for a 
$40,000 home, voters can “ pre­ 


serve a marsh, create a com­ 
munity park and make a neigh­ 
borhood more desirable.” 
No argument against the 
bond was submitted for the 
sample ballot. 
Voters will also be asked in 
Measure J to authorize a IC 
cent maximum tax rate for the 
district to pay for future main­ 
tenance of the park.

Wilkes, a retired 
railroad man, says grace, and 
the food is served 
Mrs 
Wilkes pads about in 
soft white shoes, fussing over 
the patrons, offering hot bread 
and more iced tea 
It is a community affair, with 
young businessmen rn suits sit­ 
ting by young men with sandals 
and shoulder-length hair Doc­ 
tors and plumbers, lawyers and 
policemen sit side-by-side dis­ 
cussing politics and the weath­ 
er. Middle-aged women bemoan 
the weight they are gaming 
while eating cherry cobbler and 
lemon pie 


There is a “No Smoking’' 
sign on the wall and there are 
no ashtrays on the tables. Mrs. 
Wilkes says smokers take up 
places at the table longer than 
necessary, and may disturb 
other people who are just sit­ 
ting down to eat. 
Mrs. H. L. Wilkes opened her 
boarding house during World 
War ll, and at that time she 
served her home-style Southern 
cooking to just a few regular 
boarders and friends. 
As the word spread, more 
and more people came to dine, 
and about IO years ago the 
public persuaded her to serve 
meals to anyone who dropped 
in Now inflation has forced her 
to raise her prices from $1.75 to 
$2.50. 
Esquire wrote a feature piece 
about her boarding house in 
1971, and last December David 
Brinkley made ber a national 
figure by putting her on the 
evening news. 
Mrs. Wilkes, who is probably 
in her early 60s but refuses to 
tell her age. doesn t like what 
the publicity has done to her 
business. 


“Not too many of the Savan­ 
nah people can get in any 
more.” she lamented. “They’ve 
been crowded out by the tour­ 
ists.

Palme Shakes Up Swedish Cabinet 


FAMOUS BOARDING HOUSE

STOCKHOLM (UPI) -P rim e 
Minister Olof Palme ordered 
the biggest government shake­ 
up in Sweden since World War 
II yesterday and called his new 
administration “a team of com­ 
rades." 
Palme said he reshuffled one- 
third of his Social Democratic 
government, which was reelect­ 
ed in September with only half 
the seats in parliament, relying 
heavily on the support of the 
Communists. 
“ I see the government as a 
team of comrades." Palme told 
a news conference. “It is very 
important that this team of 
comrades is well welded togeth­ 
er." 
He said the shakeup was the 
biggest he could order while 
still keeping his government 
intact. “ At this stage about one 
third of the government is re­ 
newed and that is very much,” 
he said. “So much at the same 
time has not happened during 
the whole post-war period as 
far as I know and that is about 
as much as you can take and

The four GOP lawmakers 
said yesterday Moretti used 
state funds for mailings, travel, 
legislative aides' salaries and 
Assembly committee hearings 
against Prop. I. 


They declared in a statement 
they did not have access to 
Moretti’s files and could only 
estimated the amount involved. 
The four are Dixon Arnett of 
Redwood City. Bill Bond of 
Long Beach. Mike Antonovich 
of Los Angeles and William A. 
Craven of Oceanside. All sup­ 
port Reagan’s initiative. 
In a letter to Secretary of 
State Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
they said Moretti has faded to 
file a campaign spending state­ 
ment as required by law on the 
expenditure of state funds to 
defeat Prop. I. 
Arnett said the idea of writ­ 
ing the letter to Brown “grew 
out" of a conversation with Tim 
Cole, a member of Reagan’s 
staff. 


In a related developm ent, 
Hugh Burns, former state Sen­ 
ate President Pro Tem. filed a 
lawsuit seeking a half to al­ 
leged attempts by Moretti and 
Brown to conceal the expendi­ 
ture of campaign funds. 
The suit by Burns, who was 
appointed by Reagan as chair­ 
man of the Alcoholic Beverage 
Appeals Control Board, was an­ 
nounced after Moretti released 
a list of 25 Assembly employes 
who are working either full or 
part-time against Prop. I. 
Moretti’s aides have defended 
the use of the employes and 
other legislative resources, de­ 
claring there was nothing im­ 
proper or illegal about the prac­ 
tice

Reagan Talking 
Like A Hopeful 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -G ov. 
Ronald Reagan is acting and 
talking more like the potential 
presidential candidate that he 
is as next Tuesday’s election 
approaches on his flrst-in-the- 
nation tax limitation plan. 
The 1976 race for the Republi­ 
can presidential nomination — 
which Reagan currently leads 
by a substantial margin in the 
Gallup Poll — no longer seems 
to be a forbidden topic as the 
governor aggressively cam­ 
paigns for his tax ceiling pro­ 
posal 
“You can sound a cry that 
will be heard all the way to 
those puzzle palaces on the 
Potom ac,” Reagan told 600 
businessmen and civic leaders 
in urging support for his tax 
limitation yesterday at a Town 
Hall luncheon 
The comment was reminis­ 
cent of Reagan's familiar “We 
can light a prairie fire” speech 
which he delivered repeatedly 
before seeking the GOP nomi­ 
nation in 1968 that ultimately 
went to Richard Nixon 
Reagan’s political advisers 
now agree the governor was too 
coy about his White House aspi­ 
rations in 1968 and started his 
campaign too late to be effec­ 
tive.

"But I 
believe and hope that I have 
been honest with myself and 
\fith others.” 
’ “ Through my testimony it is 
nly .intention to replace misun- 
rounding with understanding 
and- to substitute truth for un- 
ttuOis," 
♦ Ford also defended his con- 
Sjstent support of the Nixon 
administration and said “ for 
(hat I have no apologies. If 
being for his President and for 
figs party and for its candidates 
disqualified anyone from be­ 
coming vice president, then 
well never have another Tru­ 
man, Nixon. Johnson or Hum­ 
phrey” 
There were only small clouds 
ch Ford's horizon amid indica­ 
tions he would win congression­ 
al approval by the end of this 
month, but Sen. Howard W. 
Cannon. D-Nev., chairman of 
the committee, made it clear on 
(he eve of the bearings that his 
panel will scrutinize the Ford 
hommation closely. 
“ I have seen things that will 


certainly raise questions that 
we will bring out with Mr. 
Ford." Cannon told newsmen 
yesterday after reviewing FBI 
investigative reports. 
Included in those “ things,” 
said Cannon, are allegations 
that Ford traded olitical fa­ 
vors in exchange for political 
contributions, charges made in 
a book “ The Washington Pay­ 
off” by former lobbyist Robert 
N. Winter-Berger. 
Cannon described Ford in his 
opening remarks as “ a political 
animal and I am sure Gerry 
Ford will be the first to admit 
it.” Ford smiled at the refer­ 
ence. 
"Some say that we should 
challenge Mr. Ford s unbroken 
record of favoring big business 
during his years in the House 
and that his voting record dem­ 
onstrates an indifference to the 
needs of the disadvantaged. 
That is not relevant to the 
question of confirmation,” Can­ 
non noted. 
“It has been suggested that 
Mr. Ford’s nomination be beld 
hostage to the domestic war­ 
fare now under way. I speak for 
the committee when I say we 
can see no merit but only dan­ 
ger in such an approach. The 
nation needs a healer,” the 
chairman said. 
Ford has branded the Winter- 
Berger allegations “categori­ 
cally untrue, ” but Cannon said 
the same allegations were 
made by persons other than 
Winter-Berger. Cannon would 
not elaborate. 
Other issues Cannon said 
Ford would be questioned on 
include his views on a new 
Watergate prosecutor, the lat­ 
est developments in the Nixon 
tapes controversy, Ford’s own 
efforts in 1970 to impeach Su­ 
preme Court Justice William 0. 
Douglas, and Ford’s position on 
executive privilege. 
Ford said after his nomina­ 


tion by President Nixon on Oct. 
12 that he decided to open 
“every record relating to my 
public service, my personal fi­ 
nances, my health and the 
health of my wife and chil­ 
dren." 
Ford said the records he or­ 
dered open to investigators in­ 
cluded “all of my campaign 
finances, office and personal 
bank accounts—even our chil­ 
dren's savings accounts—my 
income tax records and confi­ 
dential financial disclosure re­ 
ports required by House rules.” 


He traced his friendship with 
Nixon back to 1948, his first 
year in Congress, when Nixon 
was a second-term House mem­ 
ber. Ford said “he (Nixon) has 
always been truthful to me, as 
have my good friends in the 
Congress.” 
“Truth is the glue that holds 
government together, and not 
only government, but civiliza­ 
tion itself,” Ford added. He 
made no reference to the cur­ 
rent missing Watergate tapes 
controversy in his prepared re­ 
marks.

Three candidates are vying 
for two seats on the Marinwood 
Community Services D istrict 
board in Tuesday's election. 
Incumbents Donald A. Duerr 
and Ellis D. Jaquette are being 
challenged by Kenneth R. Katz, 
chairm an of the Marinwood 
Fire Commission. 
There are 2.406 registered 
voters eligible to cast ballots. 
Katz, saying that Marinwood 
has been plagued by a continu­ 
ing wave of vandalism in recent 
months, criticized the district 
board for “ lack of action” on 
the matter. 
Neither Ellis nor Jaquette. 
however, list vandalism as a 
major issue in the district. In­ 
stead. the two incumbents have 
called open space acquisiton a 
major concern, urging comple­ 
tion of a plan to buy 350 acres 
of open land with funds from a 
$600,000 bond issue approved 
last January. 
Duerr, 51, elected to the 
board in 1966 and since reelect­ 
ed, is business manager for San 
Francisco Theological Sem i­ 
nary in San Anselmo. He is a 
former city manager of Sausali­ 
to and a former member of the 
fire commission. 
Duerr. who lives at 386 John­ 
stone Drive, lists an “ aggres­ 
sive'' open space acquisition 
program, wise management of 
finances and use of district 
power to promote good plan­ 
ning as outstanding issues. 
Jaquette, 31, first elected in 
1969, is an electrical engineer 
for a San Francisco corpora­ 
tion. He is a member of the 
Marinwood Association and ac­ 
tive in Boy Scouts. 
Jaquette. who lives at 505 
Quietwood Drive, headed board 
efforts that resulted in the suc­ 
cessful openspace bond issue in 
January He lists completion of 
the open space purchase effort, 
expanding district services to 
Upper Lucas Valley, and deter­ 
mining the form of future gov­ 
ernment in Lucas Valley as 
major issues 
Katz, 35, was appointed to the 
fire commission in 1969 He is a 
social worker-counselor at the 
Golden Gate Regional Center 
for the mentally retarded in 
San Rafael.

Flood Control Bonds 
Go To Novato Voters 


Voters rn the Novato Flood 
Control Zone will be asked to 
approve a $4 5 million bond 
issue for flood control in Tues­ 
day’s election. 
A similar bond issue on the 
April 17 ballot received 63.9 per 
cent of the voters but failed 
because two-thirds majority is 
required. 
In that election there was no 
definite plan for flood control. 
Since that time, the Army 
Corps of Engineers bas outlined 
a $19.1 million plan for flood 
control which would be fi­ 
nanced both by the local flood 
control district and the corps. 
Novato Creek would be left 
almost unchanged 
Flood wa­ 
ters from Novato Creek would 
be diverted to Warner Creek 
via a channel from Simmons 
Lane to Warner Creek at 
McClay Road 
The channel 
would be 20 feet wide and nine 
feet deep. 
It would connect with Novato 
Creek at the mouth of Warner 
Creek 
A larger underground 
conduit would go under the 
Nave shopping center to handle 
the flood waters of Arroyo Avi­ 
chi Creek 
Novato Creek would be wid­ 
ened to a three-foot concrete 
channel from the mouth of War 
tier creek to Highway 101. It 
would be coo trolled from High 
way 101 to its mouth by dirt 
levees 


The corps plan has pedestn 
an, bicycle and horse trails 
along the banks of the creeks, 
and landscaping along the 
channel. 
The $4 5 million bonds would 
be used for the local share of 
the corps project, according to 
Engineer Lewis Frederickson 
of the flood control zone. 
Argument for the bonds was 
written by the Citizens for 
Flood Control Committee 
It 
says that ‘‘Novato cannot play 
Russian roulette with our neigh­ 
bors’ lives and homes 
The 
creeks are badly silted so that 
they can no longer handle even 
a moderate storm.’’ 
The committee said passage 
of the bond issue is the only 
sound solution for solving the 
flooding problem It will enable 
the flood control district to pro­ 
ceed 
with 
a 
local-federal 
project 
No ballot argument was 
made against the issue

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Fire Hydrant Test Aimed 


At Promoting Annexation 


The City of San Rafael on 
Saturday will attempt to dem­ 
onstrate that the water pres­ 
sure of the county fire hydrant 
system in the Country Club 
area is inadequate to fight 
structural fires, the city admin­ 
istration said today. 
The demonstration is aimed 
at prompting annexation of the 
area to the city by showing 
residents that Country Club 
needs city services, especially 
fire protection, according to 
Raymond Meador, assistant to 
the city manager 
Annexation of the area has 
been endorsed by the Marin 
County Local Agency Form a­ 


tion Commission, but residents 
seeking the move must obtain 
signatures from at least 25 per 
cent of 500 registered voters in 
the unincorporated area adja­ 
cent to San Rafael, before an 
annexation election can be 
called. 
(The annexation attempt will 
be killed, however, if written 
protests are received by prop­ 
erty owners representing 50 per 
cent of the area’s assessed val­ 
uation, according to M arin 
County Administrator John F. 
Barrows. 
He noted that the 
attempt will also die if resi­ 
dents cannot obtain the neces­ 
sary signatures to call an elec­ 


tion, or if a majority votes no in 
the election. 
(In addition, he said residents 
will also have to approve a 
water line assessment district 
before the area may be an­ 
nexed.) 
City officials and firemen will 
appear at 1:30 p.m. at Pigeon 
Hollow Road and Marina Court 
Drive, and again at 2:30 p.m. 
on Highland Avenue, to test 
simultaneously the pressure of 
county hydrants with nearby 
city hydrants, Meador said. 
Meador noted that county fire 
protection in the area consists 
of a lone fire truck staffed by 
one fireman in Santa Venetia, 


while San Rafael has two 
trucks and six men stationed 
near San Rafael High School, 
and another truck and three 
men in Peacock Gap. 
Meador claimed that previous 
tests of county fire hydrant 
pressure in the area have 
shown it inadequate to handle 
“any structural fire.”

The proposal is a very mod­ 
est one — too modest, really, to 
meet the need. It is merely to 
enable the water district to 
acquire 8,000 acre feet annually 
from Sonoma County as a back­ 
up in case of a series of dry 
years. North Marin Water Dis­ 
trict has already gone farther 
in self-protection. 


INSIDE THE FOLDER are

The fact is that the pipeline 
proposed can deliver only 8,000 
acre feet per year. The pipe 
capacity is 22,000 acre feet. 
Anyone (except such as the

arguments) knows that a pipe 
cannot be filled 
to capacity 
constantly — besides which, 
Sonoma County will allow this 
one to carry no water at all 
during the summer. It will be 
used in the winter so reservoirs 
can fill to capacity and be kept 
full long enough to avoid a 
sum m er shortage. 
Virtually the entire “ No on 
E ” pamphlet is made up of just 
such garbage.

The report gives backing to Manley's 
claim s in that it held the “low political 
visibility" of special districts creates a 
situation of “ non accountability ”. It de­ 
clared that special districts are most 
often “ special dynasties'' and said that 
“ by a1! modern m easures it is an intoler­ 
able anomaly in today's sensitively dem ­ 
ocratic society," 
Manley, in supporting local govern­

WASHINGTON - WhUe the domestic 
fire storm swirled and the automobiles on 
P en n sy lv an ia 
A venue 
honked 
“ Im ­ 
p e a c h ”, President Nixon and Secretary 
of State Kissinger handled American 
policy in the Middle East crisis cooUy 
and boldly. This says something about 
the president’s capacity to govern, belea­ 
guered by internal scandal. We can feel 
hope that national policy is not reaUy 
going to faU apart. 
Nevertheless, a lot has to be done 
before we are out of the woods. An 
indispensable step is an independent in­ 
vestigation of the scandals that surround 
the White House. 
Many people believe the best solution 
would be for President Nixon’s integrity 
and authority to be completely cleared 
This can be done only on the basis of the 
full facts. They can be brought out only 
by a completely im partial investigation 
Congress and the adm inistration are 
now wrestling with the problem of how to 
set up an investigation, constitutionally 
and legally, that will still be independent. 
Ways can surely be found, just as they 
were in the 1920s to investigate Teapot 
Dome. 


THE AGNEW CASE was fearlessly 
investigated, even though the form er vice 
president was shown great leniency at 
the end. The m atter of Howard Hughes' 
alleged contribution of $100,000 to Mr. 
Nixon, hoarded for years in a safety 
deposit box by Charles G. Rebozo and 
then 
returned, m ust be carefully ex­ 
plored. The financing of the president's 
houses and the term s of his income tax, 
however distasteful it is to have to pry 
into such m atters, m ust now be clarified 
W hatever we don't know, as in the Agnew 
case, must be brought to light before the 
country can regain confidence in its 
leadership 
The milk scandal, the ITT case, and 
the various other unexplained m atters of 
special privilege have to see the light of 
day. Wrhen this is done, and we hope. 
when the p resid en t will have been 
cleared, we can breathe easier. 
To ask for clarification is not to invite 
the restoration of respect. 


MEANTIME, IN THIS search for facts, 
we must protect our basic institutions. 
For example, the doctrine of separation 
of powers and the right of executive 
privilege. These are not fictions. They 
are constitutional reality. But like all 
other rights, they are endangered when 
they are abused 
To stretch executive 
privilege over crim inal information is not 
a right use of power. But the power js 
there, and Congress and the courts can­ 
not tear it down. The president is of 
course right in giving up the tapes, since 
he said long ago he would not shield 
crim inality with executive privilege. He 
was wrong in delaying his decision so 
long. 


I know plenty of judges and other 
lawyers who believe separation of powers 
protects the president in anything be 
does, and can be curbed only by the 
im peachm ent process. However true this 
may be in theory, in practice there are 
many ways in which the Congress moder 
ates the power of the president, and vice 
versa, and both of them in regard to the 
courts. We have not only the constitution­ 
al doctrine of separation of powers, but 
we also have the system of checks and 
balances. Congress's great and unique 
power is that of appropriations, and if it 
wished to choke off the presidency, pre­ 
sum ably it could do so by withholding 
funds. 


None of these extrem es is likely to be 
pressed. Balance and moderation are 
deep-seated American instincts in the 
operation of government. Their recent 
violation is at the heart of the present 
problem. 


Perhaps this sense of decency, of the 
fitness of things, can return again to 
American political life. What was called 
absolutism when the Suprem e Court was 
exercising great power a few years ago 
has now cropped up in the White House 
and might some day again show up in the 
Congress. The three branches, and the 
rest of us. can operate the system only 
with much moderation and mutual re­ 
spect. That is what we need now.

Random Thoughts On Women's Lib 


As Result Of Telephone Poll 


It’s enough to make a wom­ 
en s libber out of even the most 
chauvinist male reporter. 
Making a random pbone sur­ 
vey to find out Marin residents’ 
views on various timely sub­ 
jects sounds easy enough, but it 
isn’t. Calling people at 8 a.m., 
one finds disconnected phones, 
busy lines, sleeping night work­ 
ers, harassed mothers getting 
kids off to school and a host of 
other difficulties.

NORWALK, Conn. (UPI) -A 
spot check of supermarkets by 
local news organizations in sev­ 
en cities revealed the presence 
of contaminating fecal bacteria 
in hamburger. Media & Con­ 
sumer magazine said today. 
The periodical said that the 
one-day sampling was not de­ 
finitive “ but the consumer has 
no present assurances ttat the 
ground beef he is purchasing is 
free of disease-producing or­ 
ganisms." 
According to Media Sc Con­ 
sumer, fecal bacteria was de­ 
tected in samples from six of 
the seven cities, with more than 
44 per cent of the samples in 
four cities —Philadelphia, Day­ 
ton, Ohio, Louisville, Ky., and 
St. Petersburg, Fla. —contain­ 
ing enough of the contaminated 
matter to be in violation of 
Oregon’s legal standard for fe­ 
cal coliform. 
The law, recently put into 
effect, sets the standard for 
Escherichia coli (E. coli) at 50 
organisms per gram. Consum­ 
ers Union, a consumers’ testing 
organization, considers IOO coli­ 
forms per gram a reasonable 
maximum. Media & Consumer 
said over 90 per cent of the 
samples from the seven cities 
contained more than this 
amount. 
The magazine added that un­ 
less the hamburger was thor­ 
oughly cooked E. coli could 


cause food poisoning under cer­ 
tain conditions. Ground beef 
was chosen for the sampling 
because it is considered the 
best clue to sanitation in meat 
processing, according to Media 
Sc Consumer. 
George Poliak, chief of the 
foods division for Consumers 
Union, publisher of Consumer 
Reports, which served as tech­ 
nical advisor in the survey, told 
United Press international to­ 
day be considered the results of 
the survey a “ mixed bag.” 
Poliak said he was surprised 
at those statistics which showed 
tremendous variation in bacter­ 
ial contamination between dif­ 
ferent stores in the same cities. 
“ What is lacking is sufficient 
supervision by municipal au­ 
thorities,” he said. “ If some 
stores can do it why can’t 
others.” 
Pollack said a housewife buy­ 
ing a solid chunk of meat and 
grinding it in her own hand 
grinder at home would arrive 
at a lower E. Coli count than 
some of those revealed by the 
survey. 
Seven newspapers and televi­ 
sion stations participated in the 
survey, known as the National 
Meat Test. 
The Boston laboratory pre­ 
paring the analysis for WBZ-TV 
failed to test for the presence of 
E. Coli, the magazine said.

Spectacular Escape 
Frees IRA Leaders 


DUBLIN (UPI I — A helicop­ 
ter swooped down into a Dublin 
prison yard yesterday, picked 
up three key leaders of the 
Irish Republican Army and 
whirled away in the most sen­ 
sational jail escape in Ireland’s 
history. 
Army troops and police im­ 
mediately launched a nation­ 
wide manhunt for the fugitive 
IRA chiefs, the heavily armed 
hijackers and a man described 
as a “ bogus” American film­ 
maker who rented the chopper. 
The slick. James Bond-style 
operation at Mountjoy prison 
freed Seumus Two me y, the vet­ 
eran IRA commander in Bel­ 
fast, and two other IRA lead 
ors. Joe O’Hagan and Kevin 
Mallon 
“ It’s just as well they didn t 
use a jumbo jet or they would 
have cleared the whole prison.” 
said one police officer as the 
helicopter roared away in a 
storm of dust. 
Premier Liam Cosgrave, de­ 
scribed by his aides as “ fu­ 
rious.” called his cabinet into 
emergency session to discuss 
the escape. 
Twomey, formerly in charge 
of the IRA’s Belfast operation, 
took over as chief of staff of the 
extrem ist Roman Catholic 
group when Sean Macstiofain 
was sentenced to six months in 
jail. Twomey was jailed last 
mooth for a three year term. 
The dramatic escape began 


just after 3 pm. as 23 IRA 
prisoners were being exercised 
in the prison yard. Ten guards 
watched. 
“ A helicopter hovered over­ 
head,” a prison officer recalled. 
“ But we did not pay it any 
attention. Suddenly it dropped 
onto the 
yard. 
We were 
stunned.” 
The doors of the helicopter 
were flung open and two men 
aimed guns at the guards. The 
prisoners formed a circle 
around the helicopter, allowing 
the IRA leaders to dash aboard 
before more guards could move 
in 
The helicopter then roared 
into the sky, exactly one minute 
after the intricately timed op­ 
eration began. It landed at an 
unused race track and all the 
men except the pilot vanished 
in two waiting cars 
Police said the helicopter was 
hired from an Irish firm by an 
American filmmaker calling 
himself “ Leonard ” A spokes­ 
man said. “ We are quite satis­ 
fied that he was bogus "

Uterine Fibroids Found In 
Most Women, Rarely Malignant 


Uterine fibroids grow slowly, rarely become 
malignant, and do not necessarily cause 
distress. They are common, and more so, in 
black women than in white women. One out of 
every four or five women harbors a fibroid 
after the age of 35. As a rule, more than one 
exists. 
There appears to be a relationship between 
menstruation and the formation of fibroids. 
They develop after puberty, thrive during the 
period of ovarian activity, and regress after 
the menopause. In addition, the ---------------- 
growths originate almost exclu­ 
sively in that part of the uterus 
concerned with menstrual func­ 
tion. They may remain small, 
grow to fist size, or large 
enough to fill the pelvis.

When the tumor pushed on 
the rectum, there may be con­ 
stipation; pressure on the 
nerves leads to pain in the 
loVer back or flanks 


AS A RULE, fibroids are 
diagnosed during a pelvic ex­ 
amination. When there is ab­ 
normal bleeding, a diagnostic 
dilatation and curettage (D A O 
is done to rule out the possibili­ 
ty of a malignancy. In large 
tumors, surgery is recommend­ 
ed, especially when symptoms 
are severe, and the woman has 
had her family.

Iraq, Syria Refuse 
Visit By Kissinger 


ident Nixon, stressing U.S. re­ 
sponsibility to the less-devel­ 
oped nations, has asked 
Congress to appropriate an ad­ 
ditional $1.5 billion to the Inter­ 
national Development Associa­ 
tion (IDA). 
“ Our position as a leader in 
promoting a more reasonable 
world order and our creditabili­ 
ty as a negotiator would be 


seriously weakened if we do not 
take decisive and responsible 
action to assist those nations to 
achieve their aspirations to­ 
ward economic develoopment,” 
Nixon said in a message to 
Congress yesterday. 
Nixon said unless IDA’s funds 
were replenished it will run out 
of money by June 30. The orga­ 
nization has provided more 
than $6.1 billion in development 


credits to nearly 70 of the 
world’s poorest nations during 
the last 13 years. 


Additionally, Nixon asked for 
$50 million in additional funds 
for the Asian Development 
Bank. The United States has 
already committed HOO million 
to the Bank. 
The U. S. contribution of $1.5 
billion would be made in four 
yearly installments of $375 mil­ 
lion begining in fiscal 1976. 
The United States already 
has committed $100 million to 
the Asian bank and the $50 
million request is for additional 
funds. 
Nixon said other nations 
could not be expected to re­ 
spond to urgings for more effi­ 
cient trading and systems. 


Beef Purchased 
For Hamburgers 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
government today announced 
the purchase of enough ground 
beef to make 7,854,000 ham­ 
burgers for school children and 
said it is planning to buy frozen 
French fries on the side. 


Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials said their latest frozen 
ground beef purchase for dona­ 
tion to schools, amounted to 
1,309,000 pounds at a cost of 
$1,350,000. 


A lunch specialist said the 
department began buying froz­ 
en French fries for donation to 
schools in 1971. 


BEIRUT (U PI) —Iraq and 
Syria have refused to receive 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger during his forthcom­ 
ing Middle East tour because of 
America’s support for Israel 
during the October war, the 
Beirut newspaper Al Liwa said 
today. 


The newspaper, quoting “ in­ 
formed Arab sources” said con­ 
tacts — presumably by Ameri­ 
can officials —were established 
with the Iraqi and Syrian gov­ 
ernments in attempts to ar­ 


range visits by Kissinger to 
Baghdad and Damascus. 
But Al Liwa said both govern­ 
ments rejected the overtures. 


It said Iraq’s rejection was 
based on the following policy 
lines: 
—Iraq has rejected the U.N. 
cease-fire resolution. 
—The Iraq government con­ 
demns American support for 
Israel “ which was shown in its 
ugliest form through the huge 
m ilitary and financial aid 
which the Nixon government 


poured into the Zionist state 
during and after the fighting.” 


The newspaper said Syria re­ 
fused to receive Kissinger in 
order “ to express Damascus’ 
attitude toward America’s anti- 
Arab policy.” 


“ The Syrian reply to the con­ 
tacts which took place to pre­ 
pare the visit was that the 
Syrian government has nothing 
to discuss with the American 
Secretary of State,” Al Liwa 
said. 


Both Iraq and Syria are ruled 
by Baathist socialist regimes 
and are close friends of Mos­ 
cow, which has supplied them 
with large quantities of arms 
and other aid.

Kuhn Places A's Owner Finley On Probation 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Bowie 
Kuhn, the baseball commission­ 
er, finally has flexed his mus­ 
cles. 
Yesterday he placed Oakland 
owner Charles 0. Finley on 
indefinite probation and point­ 
edly warned him that next time 
he may come down on him with 
both feet. 
Kuhn has not only fined Fin­ 
ley $7,000 and put him on proba­ 
tion for three separate actions 
during the world series, but has 
threatened him with much stiff­ 
er punishment if he commits 
another misstep. 


Next time, Kuhn has notified 
Finley he may hit him with 
Article I of the Major League 
Agreement. 
One of the provisions of that 
article gives the commissioner 
the power to remove any officer 
af a major league club if he 
deems it to be in the best 
interest of baseball. 
“Yes, I have paid the $7,000," 
acknowledges Finley. “I have 
sent him (Kuhn) a check with a 
letter of protest and I’m re­ 
questing a hearing before the 
sxecutive council of baseball as 
soon as possible 


“I have been notified about 
my probation and have no com­ 
ment on that at this time. Nor 
lo I have any comment about 
what the commissioner says he 
might do next time.” 
Finley, however, did have 
some comments about his fine, 
probably the largest against 
any owner in all baseball histo­ 
ry. 
One of his comments dealt 
with reserve second baseman 
Mike Andrews, who cost the A’s 
[he second world series game 
with the New York Mets be­ 
cause of a pair of errors. For 


the manner in which Finley 
tried to place Andrews on the 
disabled list, Kuhn fined him 
$5,000. 
“They said I fired Mike An­ 
drews, but I didn’t,” insists 
Finley. “We had waivers on 
him. Last Friday we asked 
unconditional release waivers 
an him. Any club can claim him 
for a dollar. Those waivers 
expire at noon today. If nobody 
claims him, he’s a free agent ” 
What it means is Andrews 
has no job anymore. 
“This is further proof that the 
man is disabled, and that's all 


we really were saying when we 
asked for a substitute,” said 
Finley. “For that I was fined 
$5,000.” 
Kuhn did not announce Fin­ 
ley’s probation publicly. He re­ 
vealed it instead in a letter he 
wrote to Finley last Friday. 
Die commissioner also sent a 
copy of the letter to Joe Cronin 
and Charles “Chub” Feeney, 
the two league presidents; all 
the major league owners and 
presidents and all the general 
managers. 
“The Oakland club is hereby 
to remit the sum of $7,000, its 


check to be received here no 
later than Nov. I, 1973,” Kuhn 
said in the letter mailed to 
Finley from his office. 


“I also determined that you 
personally shall be placed on 
probation until further notice 
and warn you that further con­ 
duct not in the best interest of 
baseball may lead to discipli­ 
nary action against you as pro­ 
vided in Article I of the Major 
League Agreement.” 


Another provision of Article I 
enables the commissioner to 
deprive a major league official 


from attending the joint meet­ 
ings. The provision was used to 
force out a former National 
League owner 30 years ago 
after he had been found to be 
associating with known gam­ 
blers. 


Kuhn now has fined Finley 
three different times. He fined 
him during the players’ strike 
two years ago for rem arks 
Kuhn considered uncalled for 
and shortly thereafter again for 
Finley’s actions 
during a 
lengthy bitter holdout session 
with A’s lefthander Vida Blue.

Keith Fraser, co-owner of Loch Lomond Live 
Bait and Tackle Shop in San Rafael and ace 
striper fisherman, is again trying to persuade the 
California Fish and Game Commission that night 
fishing for striped bass is an evil thing. 
As he did last year when the commission was 
considering opening the bay waters for night 
fishing, Fraser has penned a letter to the commis­ 
sion in opposition to night fishing. The commission 
last year made it legal to fish for stripers at night 
from land, but ruled out fishing from boats. That 
group is considering a proposal to allow night 
fishing from boats at its Dec. 7 meeting in 
Sacramento. 
Being in the fishing business, Fraser realizes 
there would be a financial gain with more anglers 
fishing at night, but he’s looking at the long range 
picture and feels the stripers’ days would be 
numbered if they were made easy prey at night. 
Said part of Fraser’s letter: 


“THE PREDICTABLE FUTURE of the 
striped bass in local bay and Delta waters has not 
appreciably changed. It remains very bleak. 
Pollution, the primary culprit, still takes a vast 
toll on the striper population. The California 
Water Plan, by which Delta water (and small bass 
and eggs and some of the stripers’ natural food) is 
being ‘piped’ in huge quantities to southern 
California, 
continues to loom as a potential 
knockout blow to the dwindling bass population. 
And yet, although most knowledgeable experts 
. 
(including Leon Adams, author of Striped Bass 
S u b s t i t u t i o n 
Fishing in California and Oregon’) agree that the 
striper population has drastically decreased in the 
past IO years, the Department of Fish and Game 
is incredibly again recommending to the Fish and 
Game Commission the legalization of night fishing 
from boats in San Francisco and San Pablo bays. 
If this is approved. . . it can only serve to further 
decrease the rapidly dwindling striped bass popu­ 
lation in California 


“. . . Although I have not talked to party boat 
skippers, some of whom must be ‘licking their 
chops’ in anticipation of being able to take two or 
three boatloads of anglers per night under the 
lights of one of the Bay Area bridges, I can 
honestly report that I have not spoken to one 
person who has expressed anything but disgust 
concerning the possibility of legal night fishing 
from boats in local waters.” 


FRASER’S LETTER went on to explain how 
bass fishing becomes “red hot” during the last 
half hour of legal time when “the lights go on and 
the schools of bass come to the surface to feed on 
the bait attracted by the lights.” Fraser also 
brought up the problems of law enforcement and 
the advantage given to poachers. 


“How could the wardens possibly patrol this 
vast area adequately at night? A person with the 
slightest knowledge about fishing in the area of 
San Francisco-San Pablo Bay could probably talk 
at great length about the almost insurmountable 
problems that will confront wardens who attempt 
to enforce the fishing regulations at night. The 
poachers will be out in force. 


“MY FINAL GRIPE about the possibility of 
the legalization of night fishing in local waters 
concerns the undeniable safety hazard caused by 
the many skiffs, small craft, large craft and party 
boats darting around the bay at night. And to 
make it worse, some of these boats will be 
anchored at various spots. Ifs inevitable. Even 
the staunchest of night fishing advocates would 
probably agree that collisions and drownings will 
occur.”

Breakthrough In Drugs For Sports 


By GEOFFREY MILLER 
LONDON (AP) - Victory in 
the war against anabolic ster­ 
oids — illegal drugs by which 
athletes build up their bodies — 
is within sight according to the 
British. 
British scientists say they 
now can detect when any ath­ 
lete has been using the out­ 
lawed ‘‘bulk bombs.” 
Dr. Roger Bannister, chair­ 
man of the British Sports Coun­ 
cil, said the problem should be 
under control before the 1976 
Olympics. 
A group of British scientists, 
after three years of research, 
has devised what it claims is a 
new and sure way of testing 
athletes for “ bombs " 


Some sports writers told 
about the new anti-doping dis­ 
coveries at a news conference 
yesterday, were skeptical 
They wanted to know about 
the time lag lf an athlete takes 
steroids in training, then stops 
before a big meet, how long will 
he remain open to discovery? 
Bannister wouldn’t say. Nor 
would Professor Raymond 
Brooks, leader of the research 
group 
Bannister said: “ One way to 
frighten the athlete would be to 
have snap checks without warn 
ing at periodic intervals, not 
only when an athlete is compet­ 
ing but also during his training 
“ This is not beyond the com 
potence of international federa­ 


tions in East Germany, Russia 
and the United States, where 
there is the greatest area of 
abuse.” 


But suppose international 
sports federations demand peri­ 
odic checks on athletes training 
behind the Iron Curtain’ How 
can they be sure tests are 
carried out fairly? 


Jim Manning, one of Britain's 
leading sports writers, said: “ I 
fear that in the end everything 
will depend on the honesty of 
nations and of national sports 
associations. 


“ We know from bitter experi­ 
ence that one-half (rf the world 
cheats more than the other 
half. 


“ It seems to me inevitable 
that keeping athletic medical 
records mandatorily will put 
honest nations at an even 
greater disadvantage compared 
with dishonest nations than 
they are at present." 


If the claims of the British 
research group are true, it is a 
massive breakthrough for the 
cause of honesty in sports. 


Until now, anabolic steroids 
have been outside of scientific 
detection An athlete could take 
them until the day before com­ 
peting. and nobody knew. 


Many sports observers be­ 
lieve the sharp rise in athletic 
performance over the last 20 
years has been helped by 


“ bombs" that could not be de­ 
tected. 
Manning, commenting on 
what he called “ The Steroid 
Era, 1952 to 1972," said there 
had been improvements of 19 to 
27 per cent in men’s throwing 
and 25 to 37 per cent in wom­ 
en’s throwing at the Olympics. 
Admitting there had been big 
advances in physical prepara­ 
tion and technique. Manning 
added: 
“ But there is still room for 
attribution of the substantial 
improvement to bulk bombs. 
Certainly athletes themselves 
believe it, and the huge, often 
grotesque, appearance of some 
athletes seems due to factors 
other than being bom that way.

Churchill's Widow With Assist 
From Elizabeth Unveils Statue

LONDON (UPI) -S ir Winston 
Churchill’s widow, frail but 
proud and misty-eyed, unveiled 
a massive bronze statue of Brit­ 
ain’s revered wartime leader 
today near his beloved Parlia­ 
ment where he had his finest 
hours. 
Lady Clementine Churchill, 
88, supported by a walking stick 
and her grandson Winston, 
stepped shakily across Parlia­ 
ment Square to the 20-foot-high 
monument shrouded by a huge 
Union Jack. 
She tugged at a golden tassel 
but the flag remained in place. 
Then Queen Elizabeth, sturdy 
and motherly, stepped forward 
and together both women pulled 
the cord. 
Down came the shroud, re­ 
vealing the stooped figure, one 
hand thrust into a great over­ 
coat, the other leaning on a 
walking stick 
Lady Churchill, her blue eyes 
glistening, looked up and for 
several minutes stood peering 
intently at the great Churchilli- 
an head, perhaps recalling 
some lost moment before her 
husband’s death eight years 
ago. 
What she saw was not the 
determined glower Churchill of­ 
ten displayed as he led Britain 
through “its finest hour" during 
World War II, but a quizzical 


expression as if the great 
statesman were searching for 
the answer to a momentous 
problem. 
The inscription carved in the 
granite base said simply: 
"Churchill." 
The Queen, addressing as­ 
sembled dignitaries from be­ 
neath a blue-bordered canopy 
in front of the statue, said: "In 
the long history of this kingdom 
and of our Parliament, there is 
no man whose name and fame 
are more certain of an enduring 
place than Winston Churchill." 
She said when Churchill final­ 
ly resigned as prime minister 
in 1955, she offered him a duke­ 


dom which would have meant a 
seat in the House of Lords 
“But he wanted to spend his 
last years where he had passed 
almost all his adult life—in the 
House of Commons—and indeed 
he had no need for distinction 
greater than the name of Win­ 
ston Churchill." 
As the crowd drifted away 
from the statue, Big Ben tolled 
the bour and a Lancaster bom­ 
ber, another relic from the war 
years roared overhead. 
The $80,000 statue, the work 
of British sculptor Ivor Trevor- 
Jones, was financed by public 
subscription with a flood of 
donations.
